In Sweden the entire five and a half 

millions of people officially belong to 
the Lutheran State Church, of which 
the King is the chief bishop; large 
numbers are at heart indifferent. At 
the end of the sixteenth century con- 
yersion to Catholicism was punished 
with ‘loss of all civil rights and per- 
petual banishment. It was not until 
two hundred years later that Chris- 
tians of other faiths were allowed to 
practice their religion. The liberty 
was granted only to foreigners, for up 
to 1860 natives were forbidden to 
enter the Catholic Church under pen- 
ality of expulsion from the country.

A PASTORAL EDITORIAL 


FOR ETERNITY OR TIME—WHICH? 

A Catholic lady, whose husband left her fourteen years 
ago, and who has nevey heard of his whereabouts since, 
called to see me to ascertain whether it would be possible 
for her to contract a new marriage. 

She is now past fifty years old, has had to work hard 
ever since her husband deserted her, and she told me that 
she has passed by several chances of marrying again only 
because her Catholic conscience taught her that she was not 
free to marry until she secured information that her hus- 
band had died. 

This moment she sees an opportunity which she holds 
she should not be expected to pass by. She has, for several! 
years, enjoyed the acquaintanceship of a man of good char- 
acter, of considerable means, and one who has pressed her 
to matry him. 

It goes without saying that this lady aroused my 
sympathy as she did the sympathy of her pastor and of her 
many friends. Having been informed that the Church can 
do nothing for her unless she received absolute proof that 
her husband, who deserted her, had since died, she is now 
struggling between an answer to the voice of conscience and 
the voice of love, and her anxiety is greater than ever to 
have her condition ameliorated in this world. 

The Catholic Church, which craves to be a true Mother 
to all Her childeen. would go the limit for her, but she may 
not go further than the law of her Master permits. There 
are too many who entertain the notion that the law which 
forbids the contracting of a new marriage before the first 
one is dissolved by death, is a Church Law. It Is a Divine 
law, frequently repeated in Holy Scripture. The Church is 
free to relax her own laws, but She may never violate a law 
which Almighty God Himself has promulgated. There 
no doubt that the marriage law, as God has determined, 
works a severe hardship occasionally; but there is no doubt 
either that if the dissolution of marriages were permitted 
wenerally, a very yreat injury inflicted the 
human race. Laws are made for tae general good, and their 
operations often work hardships on individuals. 

But let us consider this lady’s case from another view- 
point.
